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Educator Is Speaker at League Meet
"It is not enough for chil­ 

dren to be taught merely sub­ 
ject, matter; they must be 
taught to solve the problems' 
which result from the con­ 
stantly growing fund of new 
facts being added to today's 
store of knowledge," Malcolm 
Richland, principal of the Arl­ 
ington Elementary School in 
Torrance, told a group of the 
Palos Verdes League of Wom­ 
en Voters last Monday eve­ 
ning, Jan. 7.

Richland pointed out to the 
group who is studying the fi­ 
nancing and administration of 
public schools that educators 
face the competition of indus­ 
try as well as of other school

districts for the highly-trained 
teachers necessary to achieve 
this high goal. The great need 
for teachers, classrooms, and 
money on one hand, and the 
growing numbers of students 
on the other is a dilemma all 
too common throughout the 
United Slates.

, The greater'flexibility pos­ 
sible in the use of available 
money and teachers means 
that money can be spent in 
the areas where it is most 
necde,d and teachers can be 
more easily assigned where 
their talents are fully utilized. 
Richland pointed out that this 
results in better education for 
the child, and a'more satisfy­

ing situation for the teacher 
as well.

The principal further stated 
that a unified system usually 
results in the taxpayer getting 
more for his money because 
of the elimination of the dupli­ 
cation of officers and agencies 
required by small, separate 
districts.

Not the least among the 
benefits derived is the oppor­ 
tunity' to put special services 
into effect for the guidance of 
all pupils, and training for ab­ 
normal, exceptional, or handi­ 
capped children, and to pro­ 
vide for research and experi­ 
mentation which are very 
necessary if a school Is to be
